FACING THE 
FACTS 


with PHILIP PEARL 


Well, here we are back again at 
the old stand after spending three 
busy weeks at the Toronto conven- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor. During the convention, our 
daily activities prevented us from 
taking time out to report on the 
proceedings, but now that we've 
had an opportunity to reflect and 
cogitate, we’d like to tell you about 
a few things that won’t appear in 
the official records. 

In the first place, our three- 
week stay in Toronto gave us a pre- 
view of the severe war conditions 
that will unquestionably be im- 
posed upon the people of the 
United States within a relatively 
short time. Canada has been in this 
war since 1939 and its people are 
therefore far ahead of us in sacri- 
fices, both voluntary and com- 
pulsory. 

Although conscription for mili- 
tary service is not yet in effect in 
Canada, a tremendous proportion 
of the male population and a great 
number of women are in the armed 
service. The manpower problem, 
therefore, is acute, and there is 
even a serious shortage of women 
to fill the jobs left open by enlist- 
ment of men for fighting duty. 
ly v 
Price Control Trips Up— 

Job freezing, wage regulation and 
strict price control are the law in 
Canada and the people are accept- 
ing these infringements on their 
normal liberties without complain- 
ing despite numerous grievances 
and mistakes in administration. 

Rationing of gasoline and scarce 
articles of the table such as sugar, 
coffee and tea seems to be working 
out efficiently. But, because of price 
control, the people of Canada are 
suffering new and unexpected 
shortages of foods that should be 
plentifully available. 

For instance, beef was just not to 
be had during our entire stay in 
Toronto. This was somewhat amaz- 
ing because Canada is one of the 
great beef-producing nations of the 
world. True, a great amount is 
being shipped to Great Britain and 
the armed services of Canada are 
consuming a huge share. But there 
should still be beef for the public, 
even under these circumstances, 
were it not for the peculiar and 
unforeseen results of price control. 

Wholesale and retail beef prices 
are controlled by law. Therefore, 
| the wholesalers, in order to stay in 
business, are compelled to limit the 
price they can pay to farmers and 
ranch owners for cattle. The farm- 
ers refuse to sell at this price, clatm- 
ing it would mean a loss to them. 
| They prefer to fatten their cattle 
| for future markets, expecting the 
| beef shortage will result in relaxa- 
| tion of the price regulations. The 
government, susceptible to political 
pressure from the farm belt, does 
not dare as yet to crack down on 
the farmers. And the result is that 
the public gets no beef to eat. 

Still, no squawks are heard. The 
citizenry eat what they can get and 


like it. It’s rather tough on the 
poultry population of Canada, be- 
cause chickens and turkeys are 


being slaughtered in unusual num- 
bers, but they have ne votes.

| No War Against Labor— 
| The people of Canada know there 

is a war on because thousands of 
their sons and brothers and rela- 
| tives already have paid the supreme 
| sacrifice and many more thousands 
are taking their places on the battle- 
| lines. They are proud of the oppor- 
tunity of doing their share and they 
are grateful for the assistance 
which the United States is now 
rendering the united nations. One 
evidence of this is the fact that at 
all public gatherings the customary 
toast to the king is always followed 
by a similar toast to the president. 
of the United States. 

The workers of Canada, many of 
whom are members of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, are doing 
/ a superlatively fine job and the pub- 
| lic appreciate their service. There 
jis far less antilabor agitation in 

Canada than in the United States. 
| The newspapers do not play up the 
few unimportant strikes that oecur. 

recognition is given widely and 
' whole-heartedly to the patriotic ser- 
| vice of labor in speeding war pro- 
; duction. Even though labor in Can- 
;ada is not as widely organized as 
in the United States and despite 
the fact that in normal times oppo- 
sition to unionism is keener there 


| than here, the government, indus- 
try, management and the public 
; are giving the workers a helping 


and encouraging hand now that the 
entire nation is pulling together to 
| help win the war. 
| Perhaps when the stark realities 
total war impress themselves 
deeper upon the consciousness of 
Americans, the enemies of labor in

Labor Chief Stresses Need 
For Winning Peace and Unity 
Among All Labor Organizations 


William Green was unanimously 
re-elected president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor for his 
nineteenth consecutive annual term 
at the conclusion of the greatest 
and most constructive convention 
in the history of the federation. 

The delegates also unanimously 
re-elected Secretary - Treasurer 
George Meany and the thirteen in- 
cumbent AFL vice presidents. 

In responding to the convention’s 
call to lead the six million members | 
of the AFL for another year, Presi- 
dent Green warned of roms tah 
responsibilities of labor and new 
difficulties imposed by the war but 
emphasized his faith in eventual 
victory. 

“We have firmly resolved,” he 
added, “that, come what may, the 
war must be decisively won by the 
united nations.

“I believe within my heart 
that the year 1943 is going to be 
the decisive year in this war, 
that sometime during this de- 
cisive year the German war 
machine is going to collapse.”

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A Victory For Democracy 


The inflation control measures established by the anti-infla- 
tion law of October 2 and the president's executive order 9250 
of October 3 represent a victory for democracy in this country. 
The new office of economic stabilization which has more power 
over American economic life than any other agency ever created 
in our country has been set up along democratic lines, with 
representation for the three great civilian groups concerned: 
Labor, farmers and business men. The economic stabilization 
director is not a czar, but has been given an economic stabiliza- 
tion board with which he ‘‘shall advise and consult’ by express 
direction of the president's order. This board consists of 2 
representatives each from labor, farmers and management, and 
8 from government. The president has appointed the leaders 
of the largest labor, farmer, and business men’s organizations to 
serve on this board, thus giving the people of this country 
through their chosen representatives, a voice in deciding the 
policies that will control their economic lives. 


Cost of Living Already Checked 

The office of price administration has at once moved to 
control those food prices and rents not already under ceilings. 
Previously only 60 per cent of the workers’ food budget was 
under price ceilings; the OPA price regulation issued October 3 
extended controls to 90 per cent of the budget. The 10 per cent 
not yet covered consists chiefly of fresh fruits and vegetables 
and fresh fish,—items very difficult to control. Rents had been 


controlled only in 363 defense rental areas, including about two- 
thirds of the population. An OPA order to October 5 extends 


rent control to all areas in the continental United States and 
stabilizes rents at the level of March 1, 1942. This ceiling will 
become effective in 60 days, on December 5 
To plug these two price control loopholes was vital, for cost 
of living had increased nearly 2 per cent in the four months from 
May 18 to September 15.
